Those of you who attended the meeting of this Synod five 
years ago, which held its sessions in the old town-hall of the then 
small vi lage of Abilene, cannot fail to appreciate the great 
ness of God, and the Christian enterprise of this people, in 
ing us so handsome and commodious a church edifice in which to

For the third time, according to our constitution, and by vir- 
tue of your generous suffrage, it devolves on me to give a synopsis 
of our doings for the year. wa 


CHURCH DEDICATION. 


Trinity Evangelical Lutheran Church, of Abilene, Kansas, 
was dedicated on the 18th day of 2 A. D. 1878, of which 
Rev. A. J. Kissell is the pastor. e dedicatory sermon was 
preached by Rev. J. Crouse, D. D., assisted by a number of o her 
clergymen of the Lutheran and sister denominations. The Evan- 
ome Lutheran Church of Peabody, Marion coun y, Kansas, was 

ted on the 15th of December, 1878. Rev. R. B. Whitehill, 
the pastor, was assisted by Reverends Walker, Oakley and Ran- 
dall, of sister churches, and the President of Synod. The church 
is a neat frame, surmounted with a tower and bell. The entire 
cost of the building was $2,650. Amount of indebtedness on the 
day of dedication, $836.65; amount secured in cash and subscrip- 


tions, $989.25. The excess was to be appropriated toward the 


purchase of an organ. This congregation will take rank among 
the first, if not the foremost, as a successful church enterprise in

The items that claim the special attention of Synod are 

t. Our Delegation. On page six we find that of six brethren 
appointed as delegates, only two attended. One clergyman and 
three lay delegates were absent. This ought not so to be. 

2. On page 42 we have the apportionment of the several Synods ; 
that is, the amount of money each Synod is to raise annually. We 
find ours to be for home missions, $100.00; for foreign missions, 
$100.00; for church extension, $50.00; making $250.00, a small 
sum indeed for a whole Synod. It is hoped this sum will be raised 
within the year. 

3. On page 372 it is recommended by the General Synod that 
each delegation shall appoint one of their members to see to it that 
the resolutions of the General Synod be fully carried out. It is 
hoped this will not be overlooked. .

In conclusion let me say, that the work has been a pleasant 
one, with the exception of being so much away from my family. 
Sickness in the household, which was noc taken into the account 
when I accepted the situation, kept me nearer home for a month 
or six weeks, than I should have been had it not occurred. 

That there are difficulties in our home mission work, I need not 
tell you. It would be strange, indeed, if there were no difficulties. 
Every great work has its barriers, and especially in the beginning. 
that there are discouragements, we have been told a thousand 
times. The eye that despises the day of small things, sees noth- 
ing in these infant charches, but weakness, disappointment, and 
failure, forgetting, that the mother does not kneel with such 
devout thankfulness over her new-born babe, simply for what it is, 
but rather for what it is to be. It is God's immutable law, that all 
things great must from the little grow. 

What was the Lutheran church in Kansas, when Bro. J. B. 
our pioneer missionary, first came to this fair State a quar- 


ve 
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ter of a century ago? Then it was a seed sown on the murky Mis- 
souri, now it is a tree planted by the rivers of water, yielding 
its fruit every month.” 

The t that there are already too many denominations 
in the field, is very deceptive—it possibly may arise from an un- 
willingness to make such sacrifices as our own highest spiritual 
good nds. It may arise, too, from our ignorance of the evils 

would be. if there was but one church. 

It would be much cheaper for a community of families, to 
build one large house, and keep up one large table, than for each 
family to build its own house and keep up its own able, —it would 
be a great saving of money, but a fearful sacrifice of home comfort 
and home training. Our sister denominations understand this, and 
they are building their own house ; so must we, if we want home- 
freedom and home-discipline, though it be but a lowly thatched 
cottage, let us have our own, for in church as in domestic life, 
There is no place like home.”
